CREEDMOOR.

THE FIFTH BEOIMZXT's WAT OF SOIJJIXKIHO.
A RIOTOUS DAT AT THC HAMOB.

It may be safaly predicted that Creedmoor la to bo-
come the scene of grave trouble aoma day In the near
future If soma ol the regiments of the National Guard,
wboae members go out there tor rifle practice, are not
subjected to mure rigid discipline thsn has been the
rule of late. Yesterday there was something of an

uproar on the range during the viait of tba First bri¬
gade la consequence of the disorderly behavior of tha
members of tha Fifth regiment. The detach¬
ment from this command numbered 164 men, but even

this moderately slaed representation created enough
trouble to give occupation to quite a cumber of their
comrades In arms for the greator portion of the day.
By dlllgeatly applying themselves to what they con¬

ceded to be tha duties of tha hour a majority of them
succceded in getting boisterously drunk shortly after
their arrival. Among the number was Captain Max
Ebbeler, the members ol whose company were notably
troublesome. Tho captain bad evidently determined
to "make a day of it," lor ho arrivad woll provided,
and early n the diy set his men tho example so accur¬

ately copied by them. He Is a democratic disciplinarian
too, and when one of his company complained ol exces¬

sive guard duty, which in soma measure lengthened out
tha time between drinks, Captain Max kindly took the
musket from the man's band, threw It on the grasa
and after thus abruptly relieving him gave him tier*
mission to go snd aboot with the boys.

A question which matl oome up shortly for consid¬
eration la, Wnat are the New England colleges poing to
do In the way of racing in the future? Of tbe thirteen
crews in the university race at Saratoga last summer
Now Kugland sent thuso from Yale, Harvard, Dart-
month, Wcsleynn, William*. Brown. Amherst and Bow-
doin. while Trinity, of Uartford, waa kept away only
by the death of young Cameron. Of these eight but
three propone rowing there tbia year.Harvard, D irt-
mouth anil Wisloyan, while Harvard does so lor tho Inst
time. Should the contest this week prove a clear
snccaM It ts highly probable that Yale and Harvard
will, for a long time to come, If not always, row In
eight#. Rverything tenUa this way. Already they
have great numbers of students, lar mora of whom,
proportionately, know how to row than formerly.
Tbey have plenty of money, commodious boat bouso*,
direct encouragement from the college authorities, a

prestige of a quarter of a century's growth and they
never willingly remained in the Rowing Association of
American Colleges, even though Harvard lounded it.
By rowing on tbe new plan their work so noarlv resem¬
bles that of tha English universities that it beconiM
much easier to meet tlie latler In friendly mutches.
But what Is to become of the many smaller
collegea? Though Iojs favored in numbers and wealth
It will never do to think them at all Inferior on the
water. The Amherst agricultural crew, with Eldred,
the present Arganauta stroke at Its head, mado this
very plain in 187L Amherst did tbe same in 1872, and
Wesleyan was a good second out of eleven in 1873, and
of nine In 1874; while Williams for a time and Dart¬
mouth steadily rose last. A plan suggested here seems

to meet the case. Let all but Yale and Harvard unite
in a four-oared race w.thout coxswains. All have
already proved themselves equal to getting together
sixes and providing the requisite oulltt ot boats and
other requirements.

Tba funeral aervicca over the rcmaina of Jamea Gal*
latin were held in Trinity church at noon yosterday.
The body alnco Its arrival troin Paris lias been lying la
the veatlbule of the church. The leaden caaa In which
it came waa encloaed in an oakon casket, draped with
black cloth. The aolemn services of the Episcopal
Church were conducted by the Hev. Dr. Morgan Dtx,
assisted by tbe Rev. Dr. O^tlvio. There waa no eulogy
of tho deceased nor utterance of any kind beyond tho
usual burial service. The body of tbe church was Oc¬
cupied by a largo number of our leading men In tho
financial and commercial world, most ot them wearing
the silver locks ol age. Tiio following gentlemoa
acted as pallbearers:.Mr. F. D. Tappen, Mr. J. J.
Cisco. Mr. Jamea M. Morrison, Mr. George S. Coe, Mr.
John Q. Jones, Mr. Daniel D. Lord. Mr. Peter Goelel
and Mr. Krnest ofrius. Among the floral tribute* to
the memory of the deceased financier waa one from tho
clerks of the bank hearing hi* name. The following
Inscription was engraved on the coltln plate:.

i Born In New York. December 18, 1798, $

5 Died in Paris, Mav28, 1878. ;

At the conclusion of the services tbe body waa borne
to the family fault at tho southwest corner of tho
church and there depocitod.

THE CONFISCATED IRISH GOLD.

Yesterday the attention of the Supreme Court, Judgo
Pratt, was occupied in the trial of a case revising tho
dajaof Moffltt mansion magnificence and tha mystical
Irish Republic. The action was brought by Mr. John
O'Mahoney, ex-President, first and last executive of
the Republic, to recover 1360,000 m gold from Augnal
Belmont. The money was transm tied In IMS, through
tbe Belmont Banking House, in England, to Joba
O'l-eary, the agent of the Fenians, in Dublin, Ireland,
The money was to nave been used In the causa of Irtsfe
independence, but the British aptes, becom¬
ing apprised of the shipment of the
treasure, seized It on iu arrival and confiscated
tbe money. Tbe plaintiff seeks to hold tbe delondanl
legally responsible tor tbe loss of tbe monoy. Mr.
O'Mshony*applied to Mr. Belmont, upon learning ol
tbe seizure of the "firsts" draft, to refund tbe money
upon "seconds" and "thirds" ol the drafts; but tbe
banker refused to do so. Yesterday, when the cast
wan called lor trial in equity, Messrs. H. Doran Kllllaa
andtJ. H. Talmagn appeared aa counsel for the pialntlfl
and Messrs. McKarlacd and Laroque lor defendant. Mr.
O'Mahony teatifled substantially to the circumstances af
cited. The money, be stated, waa given to him on hia
own propor person, to bo applied as bo might think III.
Tbe bills of exchange on Belmont were

, par-
chased for him by his clerk, Michael Cav-
anagh. He had no personal knowledge
that ibe drafts wero stolen by the British government}
John U'Leary waa his agent when tbe drafts wc.ro
mado, but bis employment as agont subsequently
ceased; the draits were mado between October and
Sopteinber, 18tl5; witness statnd that when he made
the demands for the return ol the monoy at Belmont's
office he offered to pay at the same time any eitra
charges for costs of commissions.
With tbe conclusion of tho ex-President's testimony

the case for tho plaintiir rested, and Mr. McFarlantf
moved for a nonsuit, on tho ground that tho plaintiQ
had utterly flailed to make a case. Judgo Pratt reserve*
his decision.

CITY HALL FARK PAVEMENT.
On the loth of Mny a csnirncl wu rlosed between

ibo Park Commissioner* and Henry A. Cuntlier for tba
repairing of the principal walks in unit about the City
Hall Park. Yesterday tbo contrnctor, with a largo
force of men and team*, began the work on tbe wnlk
outside the street line on Chambers street, Iront Centra
to Broadway. The contract calia lor the expenditure of
tlo,ooo on tbe main walk*, at the contract price of
twenty cents per square foot. Out ul six bids tbo con-
tractor (Ountber), being tbo lowest bidder, was tbo
successlitl man. Mr. Uunther stales that bo proposes
to put down aritftelal stone walK* made of Portlaud
ceincnt similar to that surrounding the new Poll
office, The walks will be in imitation of mosala
work, In variegated colors, and bo slates that tho work
wtll last twenty years. Tbe hoariest part of tbo con¬
tract will cover the outside line from Centre street,
along Chambers to Uroadway, and thence along tbe qnst
aide of Broadway to tbe main Broadway entranoo to tha
park. The balance of the $ 10,000 covered by the con¬
tract will be expended on the interior lines of the park
walks. The time occupied In the repairing will likely
cover a lull month. Anew building of wood baa been
erected on the west side of the hrown stone building la
whiob tbe cement will be manufactured. If tbe work
be of no better cbaractor than that surrounding tbo
I'ost Office, it will be little better than the '.ponltloa
pavement" put down under Tweed's rtgim*. Tbe Post
Office pavement is cracked and broken, and from pea-
ent appearance will have to be renewed within tw®
years.
